| am responding to your public records request for an electronic version of all published and unpublished 
Washington Supreme Court and Court of Appeals slip opinions dating 1854-current. We received your 
request via email on 10/29/2019. 


Public records requests directed to the State Law Library are governed by GR 31.1 rather than by the 
Public Records Act, chapter 42.56 RCW. 


The State Law Library is a judicial branch agency of the State of Washington. The State Law Library 
does not have any administrative records, as defined in GR 31.1, that are responsive to your public 
records request. Under GR 31.1, “administrative records” are public records created or maintained by a 
judicial agency that relate to the management, supervision, or administration of the judicial agency. The 
State Law Library does not create or maintain any of its own slip opinions. 


The items contained in the State Law Library’s general collection of research materials do not qualify as 
administrative records under GR 31.1’s definition. However, items in this collection are available for 
research through traditional library procedures. 


The State Law Library’s collection does not include Washington State Supreme Court or Court of Appeals 
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slip opinions. However, we do have a collection of Washington Supreme Court and Court of Appeals 
Opinions published in Washington Reports and Washington Appellate Reports (the official reporters.)
